those men who aren't too stiff to cry or too 
shy to tell everyone about it.

Since I've 
been a senshive guy, I've 
gotten more in touch 
with my feelings. I can 
appreciate beauty in the 
world around me, I have 
a less goal-oriented ap- 
proach to my career, and 
I've learned to cry since 
the manual arrived. I'm 
not like other men 
anymore. 
Q: How so? 

A: Well, I've progressed 
beyond the he-man ap- 
proach to life where ag- 
gression is something to 
be rewarded and you put. 
a tough exterior before 
the world. I'm'not in- 
lerested in impressing 
anyone by my physical 
prowess or by acting like 
a cave-man. 
Q: You've made a con- 
scious decision to reject 



then? 

A: They never really 
worked for me, anyway. 
Q: Hmmm. Maybe you 
could offer some insights 
into your lifestyle — with 
a few tips for the aspiring 
sensitive guy. 
A: Sure, I do have some 
ideas for other men. I 
guess the first thing I'd 
mention is the impor- 
tance of the correct 
friends to a sensitive 
lifestyle. Having a gay 
friend is very important. 
Q: You mean friends. 
A: No, that's friend in 
the singular. You see, it's 
important to maintain 
contact with an oppressed 
male group, and prove 
how open-minded you 
are. One gay friend does 
just fine for that. If you 
have too many gay 
friends, a sensitive guy 
might give off the 
wrong... messages to 
women.

NiSS Executive get salary hike

The MSS Executive Commit- 
tee failed to abstain from voting 
on a motion to award 
themselves a summer salary at 
an MSS Council meeting on 
April 18, 198S, thereby opening 
themselves to accusations of 
conflict of interest. 

The official minutes of the 
meeting note the objections 
raised by Ramesh Singal, 
Representative to the McGill 
Senate and Board of Gover- 
nors. 

At that time, Singal said, 
"the Executive should hot have 
voted on this motion as it was a 
conflict of interest." 

The minutes suggest Singal's 
opinions were voiced only after 
the motion had been voted on, 
and MSS Vice President (Inter- 
nal) Michael Orr claims 
"abstention hadn't crossed my 
mind." However, one council 
member, who wishes to remain 
unnamed, remembers other- 
wise: 

"In the minutes it is noted 
that the point of conflict of in- 
terest was brought up by Mr. 
Singal after the vote, but this is 
wrong. In . reality, it was 
brought up way before the vote 
took place. 

"If this type of issue was 
brought up before a Board of 
Governors meeting or at any 
corporation, thé executive com- 
mittee would abstain as a matter 
of procedure." 

The Councillor said that 
when the issue was brought up 
by Singal, . President James 
Green acknowledged the point, 
but said he was going to vote 
anyway. 



Singal was unavailable for 
comment.;:,yV;;Ma|^ 

The motion nas voted on by 
open ballot, and a tally is not 
reported in the official minutes. 

The Councillor, two other 
council members and Amy 
Kaler, Undergraduate 
Representative to the Board of 
Governors, both recall that the 
vote was close enough that an 
executive abstention would have 
resulted in the motion being 
defeated. 

MSS Vice President (Exter- 
nal) Luc Joli-Coeur remembers 
differently. He said the ballot 
was "not a close vote." 

Green agrees that the motion 
would have passed "regardless 
of the participation of the ex- 
ecutive committee." 

The motion in question, the 
Summer Works Project for Ex- 
ecutive Committee Members, 
granted to each member of the 
executive a salary of SS.OO per 
hour for a 40-hour week from 
May 1 through August 31. 

Each executive was required 
to reside in Montréal for the full 
time period. Gracie Mimran, 
VP University Affairs, worked 
and received payment for 20 
hours per week due to other 
committments. 

Green pointed out that the 
President plus one other ex- 
ecutive, usually VP finance, are 
provided a summer salary by 



the MSS constitiution. voting himself a 25 per cent

tions. Green points out that 
previous executive committees 
have not abstained from voting 
on similar motions. 

All members of the Executive 
agreed that creating an ap- 
propriate set of guidelines is a 
good idea. 

Promised Green: "We are 
planning to iron it out once and 
for all this year.' 

To the members of the Ex- 
ecutive, the important issue ad- 
dressed in the motion was not 
the salary, but having a cohesive 
Executive Committee function- 
ing full-time over the vital sum- 
mer months, the only time 
available to plan for the coming 
year. 

"It was more important that 
everyone worked than what the 
actual salary was." Green said, 
"If we hadn't been paid .over 
the summer, we would have had 
to work elsewhere. And Banque 
Nationale and IBM contracts 
obtained over the summer have 
brought in a- total of $13,500, 
enough to cover our salaries." 

(In fact, the Banque Na- 
tionale contract earned the MSS 
$7,500, to be used towards pur- 
chase of IBM computers for the 
administrative offices of the 
MSS. 56,000 from IBM will be 
broken down into a $3,000 
check for executive office

Bourassa assured the half- 
filled room he was "not back in . 
politics to become prime 
minister, but to help the youth 
of Québec." 

Rising tuition fees, 
unemployment and enormous 
provincial and federal deficits 
were cited as the major concerns 
of Québec's youth. According 
to Bourassa, higher tuition fees 
would cripple students yet fail 
to significantly reduce universi- 
ty deficits. 

Bourassa stressed govern- 
ment deficits must be "dealt 
with," but failed to mention 
how. Deficits have to be reduc- 
. ed either by. increasing . tax 
revenue or cutting government 
spending. 

"The most important solu- 
tion is to. increase the level of in- 
vestment," said Bourassa, who 
currently touts a $50 billion 
enlargement of James Bay's 
Hydro-electric facilities. 

He also intends to stimulate 
investment in Québec by chang- 
ing language law Bill 101, 
removing its "exaggerations." 
He wants to abolish French- 
only business sign regulations 
and encourage English universi- 
ty graduates to remain in the 
province. 

Bourassa believes unemploy- 
ment rales under three per cent, 
as in Switzerland sjnd Norway.' 



are possible in Québec, but did 
not explain why or how this 
could be achieved. He also fail- 
ed to reconcile this goal with his 
determination to modernize 
Québec's economy with labour- 
saving technology. 

During question period, 
Bourassa often simply referred 
the inquirer to Party 
documents. He answered 
McGill Students' Society VP 
External Luc Joli-Coeur* s 
specific questions on tuition 
policy by saying he did not wish 
to repeat what the party had 
already publically outlined as its 
position. 

Asked whether he supported 
the declaration of Québec as a 
nuclear-free zone, Bourassa 
noted defence^ is a federal 
jurisdiction, and he did not wish 
to wrest power from the federal 
government. He did, however, 
express willingness to do an in- 
depth study of the political, 
sociological and economic 
ramifications of the issue. 

On the subject of the con- 
stitution, he said his govern- 
ment would sign as long as 
Québec gains veto privileges in 
the appointment of Supreme 
Court judges and the formula- 
tion of immigration policy.

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AIDS Victims alone 



You've heard about AIDS. You probably know what the AIDS virus 
(HTLVIII/LAV) does to your immune system and maybe you even know the 
different disease that most commonly infect your body in cases of full blown 
AIDS. Maybe you even know the percentage breakdown of the high risk 
groups and their number of deaths respectively. You might even know enough 
to write a fairly good synopsis of the AIDS situation, medical background in- 
cluded. 

But do you actually know someone with AIDS? Do you know the pain and 
anguish that thousands of people with AIDS, with their family and their 
friends, have gone through? The chances that you will get AIDS grow greater 
and greater every day. I don't want to scare you with these figures, but the 
number of people with AIDS more thaih doubled last year in Canada (105 to 
275 by August, 1985). The numbers are going to keep going up. In 1981, there 
were less than 1,000 cases in the U.S. — now there are over 13,000. There is a 
new AIDS case every hour of every day, and most of those people die within 
two years. This is going to happen to Canada if nothing is done to stop it. 

AIDS is spread from person to person through the transmission of the bodi- 
ly fluids — semen, blood, urine, feces, tears, and very possibly saliva — from 
one person to another. The transmission of these fluids is most common dur- 
ing sex. So to stop the spread of the AIDS virus, those people who are sexual- 
ly active must not consume any of these fluids either orally, anally or vaginal- 
ly. That's a lot to ask someone. It means you can't deep kiss anyone, you 
can't have oral, anal or vaginal sex without a condom. "Sorry, I'm into safe 
sex," does not exactly present a sensual image. Gay and bisexual men'con- 
stitutc 75 per cent of the AIDS cases in Canada. Attitude problem or no at- 
titude problem, these people need help. 

_ So who is helping gay and bisexual men? You hear a lot about kids getting 
kicked out of school because they have AIDS, but when was the last time you 
heardabput the problems of gay men, IV drug users or HaiUans (the largest 
"""J^^'AIDS patients in Québec). There are actually some wonderful 
groups in the U.S. and Canada who are helping AIDS victims socially, emo- 
tionally and financially. But this is a full-time job and many of these organisa- 
tions don't have the time to educate the community at large, much less form a 
support system for people in high risk groups. The Canadian government is 
actually doing a better job than the American government in educating the 
public. With educational pamphlets, and posters issued by the government as 
well as gay and health organizations arc starting to get the message across. But 
there is still very little being done to support the high risk groups socially and 
emotionally. There are almost no AIDS councilling centres for people who just 
want to talk, no workshops being offered, and very few information and crisis 
hotUncs. As well, these high risk peoples have to deal with homophobia, 
racism, and other prejudices in local health facilities in day to day life. 

This year on campus there has been an AIDS committee formed. It is an of- 
ficial sub-committee of Gays and Lesbians of McGill, but that does not mean 
one has to be gay or lesbian to join. In fact, every sexual orientation is 
represented except heterosexual men. The purpose of this group is to lessen the 
spread of AIDS through different informational, educational, and social 
methods. Hopefully, we will not only be able to help the McGill community 
but the Montréal community as well. Even if you don't want to help out, 
think about what is going on and next time you see an AIDS pamphlet or arti- 
cle, read it. The next time you see someone sitting behind and AIDS informa- 
Uon booth, say hello. At least let lis know that you know we're out there and 
you care about what we're doing. This is going to be one of the hardest fights 
we vc ever faced and we need any sort of siipport we can get, or we're not go- 
ing to make it.

Popular music, by its very 
nature tends to confine itself 
to simple ideas and imagery. 
To remain truly popular, it 
cannot become too specialized 
or abstract. In view of this 
limitation, many popular must- 
clans fail to explore the 
musical and lyrical avenues 
open to them, with the result 
that popular music ends up a 
bland, homogenized, pre- 
packaged "product." All to 
often, the assumption is made 
that vivid imagery or complex 
arrangements are lost on a 
popular audience. 

Fortunately, there are a few 
artists who are willing to take 
a risks in order to keep 
popular, music interesting. One 
of these artists is Jane Siberry, 
whose third album and second 
major release, The Speckless 
Sky, proves that one can be 
adventurous and yet accessible 
at the same time. Like Laurie 
Anderson, a contemporary to 
which she has often been com-v 
pared to. 

Siberry has had the misfor- 
tune of being saddled with the 
classification of "performance 
artist." While both artists have 
brought together the media of 
music and poetry in an in- 
novative manner, their music 
remains popular in the 
broadest sense of the word. 

The Speckless Sky is not a 
collection of obscure lyrics and 
disjointed electronic noise. It is 



musical storytelling on a very 
approachable level. Unlike 
conventional music, it Is ap- 
parent that this form of music 
was composed using a differ- 
ncnt approach. The lyrics seem 
to be the primary considera- 
tion in the songwriting process; 
the music being molded 
around them. Because of this, 
the music reflects the mood 
and intent of the lyrics much 



more closely. 

A pleasant combination of 
synthesized strings and 
keyboards and standard rock- 
pop arrangements, the album 
never grates or challenges 
one's definition of music. The 
musicians play as a cohesive 
unit, without distracting solos, 
because the band's primary 
consideration is to use the 
music as a medium for 



SIberry's poetic observations 
on modern living. 

Though Siberry might have 
delved into more unconven- 
tional instrumental and vocal 
methods — even she allows 

herself to drift into complacen- 
cy once in a while — The 



Speckless Sky stands as an im- 
pressive follow-up to her 1984 
breakthrough album, No 
Borders Here.

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Miss of the 
spider woman

Kiss of the Spider yVoman 
spins its narrative and sexual- 
political web from a Brazilian 
jail cell. 

We meet two men; Valen- 
tine, a lefty-progressive jour- 
nalist; and Molina, a 'not too 
offensive to the gay communi-' 
ty' gay who inadvertently 
challenges the homophobic 
straight, opening him to an ac- 
ceptance of homosexuality. 

Molina is portrayed with 
mild flamboyance. The film 
tries not to offend liberals in 
the audience; rather it wants to 
place the mind in its cine-web, 
so that the Spider-director can 
stun it. The Black Widow • 
comes with sugar coated 
politics. 

There is a film within the.^ 
film. Molina rehads scenes of 
a silly sepia-toned Nazi film — 
a cross between The Night 
Porter and The Party. Accor- 
ding to the 'politically correct' 
journalist, the 'faggot' falls in- 
to every intrepretative trap in 
the film. He misses the film's 
anti-semitism, the slightly pro- 
nazi quality. Our progressive 
journalist points out his faults 
with a cruel vehemence. 

We cut back and forth bet- 
ween this sepia nazi film and 
the jail cell. Infrequently, the 
lefty unwinds his memory- ^. 
narrative of political commit- , 
ment, shining ideals, prefunc- 
tory acceptance of homosex- 
uality, and his ideologically 
confused love affair with a 
middle class \yomah. Her ad- 
vice to him is, as can be ac- 
cepted, is to drop out of The 
Stuggle and do safe record- 
review-journalism. 

It is hard to knock this film. 
It tries hard to introduce sex- 
ual poltics into main stream 
film. Pity. 

Kbs of the Spider Woman is 
a bore. 

Our homosexual turns out to 
be a spy — he is trying to get 
information from the straight, 
about his political movement. 
The straight can't see past the 
homosexual's roast chicken in 
jail pay offs. . 

Why use a gay to portray a 
spy. Why not a straight? After 
ail it is more likely a straight 
would sing in jail than a gay. 
It is a straight system that is 
the root cause of all evil, is it 
not? If the world were full of 
lefty straights, would we have 
a less repressed world? This is 
one of the dubious politically 
theories that the film hints at. 

The film's narrative struc- 



ture does not bring sexual 
politics to foreground in a way 
which would make it possible 
to take a deep look at systems 
of political repression and 
forced Heterosexuality and 
repressed homosexuality. 

The juxtaposition with the 
straight male-female relation- 
ship in the sepia-nazl cutaways 
does precious little to evoke an 
analysis of the homosexual- 
straight relationship in the jail 
cell. One gels the impression 
that there is supposed to be a 
reflective relationship between 



the social relations within the 
sepia-nazi film within a film 
and the current day situation 
in Brazil. This complex mon- 
tage is a failed attempt at ex- 
plaining sexual repression and 
fascist structures. 

This main stream film makes 
one wonder why directors 
don't make films that seriously 
try to connect male-dominated 
sexual empires with the re- 
quisite homophobic 
bureaucracies. 

Kiss of the Spider Woman 
only vaguely hints at these 
possible world links. It is a 
politically deformed and mis- 
articulated film. The editing 
structure is predictable and 
cliché ridden.- 

Bertolucci's The Conformist, 

made almost 16 years ago, 
connects homophobia with 
fascism. It uses a structural 
coherence and moving sen- 
timentally that makes Kiss of 
the Spider Woman look and 
feel under-developed.

The Mutekl Sha Dance 
Company performance on 
Saturday night offered an ex- 
hilarating glimpse of recent 
dance innovation and ex- 
perimentation in Japan. 

Natsu Nakajima, Muteki's 
choreographer,, prodticer and 
dancer offers a unique blend 
of minithalism with traditional 
Japanese movement. The even- 
ing was a qualified success and 
ended by bringing the audience 
to, its feet. ....... 

'Miitekl Sha staged a single 
two-hour long dance called 
Niwa — The Garden. Naka- 
jima describes Niwa as, "a 
forgotten garden, very small 
and very Japanese, this is the 
garden of my memory, my 
childhood...! created this work 
to see my own life, placing 
myself as a woman, sitting in 
the garden, looking at it grow 
old and fade away." 

The dance consisted of seven 
different parts. It began with 
an inching, swaying figure 
holding dry flowers slowly 
making her way towards the 
stage center. Once there, she 
held them up above her head, 
and back arched she slowly 
turned around and around. 

Another episode of the ' 
dance was a depiction of the 
central trauma of Nakajima's 
life. In her childhood during 
the Second World War, Naka- 
jima was evacuated from the 
island of Sakhalin. To express 
this a daiicer was transformed 
into a grotesque, fearful squat- 
ting figure with a baggage tag 
attached to her hair. 

The different moods and 
episodes were created by the 
tiniest of hand movements, 




and by the radical transforma- 
tion of facial expressions. 

Natsu Nakajima speaks of 
dance and movement as an 
abstraction that should go 
beyond daily movement. It 
should never be simply 
abstract movements without 
force or connection. She feels 
that physical expression re- 
quires an honest connection 
between emotion and body. 

MICHAEL MONTANARO 
Michael Montanaro was first 
recognized as one of 
Montréal's more intriguing 
young choreographers in Mo- 
ment Homme, Tangente's 
showcase of male 
choreography last fall. His 
work showed a skillful blen- 
ding of technology and move- 
ment. 



' Unfortunatley the elements ■ 
in his latest work, the multi- 
media production, rEiur of 
Egypt are not as well in- 
tegrated. In East of Egypt the 
Impetus for the dancers' move- 
ment always seemed to be ex- 
temalJ The movement was 
loose through the joints and 
limbs, dancers threw and toss- 
ed one another and forced 
each others movements. This 
resignation to external force 
was the clearest theme in the 
piece. 

The movement was in- 
teresting. It used space well 
and showed clear development, 
but it failed to sink in or sear 
the retina in the way that 
strong movement does. 
Physical risks were constantly 
suggested but never taken. For 
instance the falls and jumps 



left my heart unquickênèd ic ' 
because — the dancers never 
relinquished coiitrol of their 

weight. 

The main problem with East 
of Egypt was that the move- 
ment developed a theme that 
had no connection with the 
spectacles surrounding it. 

East of Egypt was supposed 
^to be, in the narrators words, 
"a walk in the desert across a 
dream." The dream began 
when a television stand folded 
down and converted Into a bed 
with a neon headboard, a ra 
camel inflated onstage, a sheik 
walked across, and clouds of> 
stage smoke billowed out to ' ; 
obscure the dancers and choke 
the audience. These snazzy ef- 
fects created the dreamlike at^ 
mosphere.

In past years, •non- 
commercial' films were screen- 
ed, but there was a low tur- 
nout. The Society lost money. 
He says he hopes that by 
screening "popular" films, the 
Society will not lose any 
money. 

Act II 

The McGill Film Society is 
made up of four executives 
and 41 members so far this 
year. In the 1960's, when 
membership was at its peak, 
the Society had as many as 
3,500 members, making it the 
largest university film society 
in Canada. With this over- 
whelming interest, the Society 
was able to provide film 



workshops and a small library 
of film books and related 
periodicals. 

But the membership has 
plummeted over the last few 
years. The cause? President 
Davis has some insights into 
the decline in membership. He 
says that the lack of interest is 
due to the emergence and 
availability of home videos. 

However, despite the current 
trend towards videos, film Is' 
still an important and popular 
medium. Take, for example, 
the large turnout at the last 
Montréal World Film Festival, 
as well as the growing In- 
dependent Film Festival held 
every October, in Montréal.

Dccasionally Montanaro us- 
his props, especially the 
leo, to support his move- 
nt.

Unfortunately, Montanaro 
is more often merely seduced 
clever technology and could 
It create a framework to sus- 
in it.

tion of the gestural essentials 

of cruising — she looks at the 
way the sexes deal with each 
other. Dancers bare their teeth, 
show off their chests, asses, 
legs and feet as if they were at 
a horse auction. They hide 
their real viciousness beneath a 
veneer of manners, sneaking in 
blows and pinches while main; 
taining their surface politeness. 

She uses a scene of a couple 
stripping for each other to 
make us aware of our fear of 
baring ourselves. Showing 
how a process that should be 
fun such as shedding our 
burdens as a prelude to 
delight, is made to be a terrify- 
ing chore, required but not en- 
joyed. 

One of the most frightening 
scenes In Kontakihof has a 
group of men in full evening 
dress surrounding a single 
woman. They touch and push 
her whole body, gently but 
without emotion, insidiously 
buffeting her body until she 
becomes a puppet in their 
hands. It makes clear one of 
the most painful aspects of 
rape — the absolute loss of 
privacy, dignity and control, 
the invasion of uncaring, 
curious hands. 

The material that Pina 
Bausch uses is not new — it 
treats problems that we are all 
aware of. What is extraor- 
dinary is the way she treats the 
problems. She uses everyday 
movement, drawn from our 
gestures that is never distorted 
or magnified, and is changed 
only in its distillation, the ex- 
traneous twitches and jerks are 
taken out. Pina Bausch feeds 
us her message in her own 
gestures so that it speaks to us 
as we speak to eachother..;t,^jiirjij 



blame for the Film Society's 
situation. Because of a lack of 
student support or interest, the 
Society has been forced to 
show a certain 'type' of film 
that it believes will provide the 
money needed to run the 
organization. In doing so, they 
have alienated a large segment 
of the McGill population. 
The Ultimate Act 
Film is an art form, and like 
any other art form, it has the 
power to communicate, 
educate and inform, both on 
emotional and intellectual 
levels. It follows that the 
Society should present films 
which allow some .room for 
refiection on socio-political 
issues. 

However, it seems to Davis 

that this is not as important as 
seeing the Karate Kid ("a high 
school student learns karate to 
defend himself from a gang of 
. bullies") over and over again. 

Instead of being a group of 
people who appreciate the im- 
portance of cinema, the 1985 
McGill Film Society has 
become a business.

Women Speak 
through StudioD

In a world where women's 
roles are constantly changing, 
a strong voice for women is 
necessary. The National Film 
Board of Canada has ac- 
complished this with Studio D, 
a film unit run completely by 
women. 

The studio was created in 
1974, after an enthusiastic 
response by female audiences 
to two film series "Working 
Mothers" and "En Tant que 
Femmes." Kathleen Shannon 
was put in charge of the 
studio, and has remained in 
that capacity ever since. 

The members of Studio D 
want to bring female perspec- 
tives to pressing social issues 
of today, They also think it is 
important that women be 
trained in film crafts and be 
respected in the field of film- 
making; 

The films Not a Love Stoiy 
and If You Love This Planet 
were both produced by Studio 
D, and both illustrate the 
abilities of Kathleen Shannon 
and her crews, who are not 
afraid to tackle any issue, be it 
pornography or nuclear war. 

Recently, the studio has 
made films such as Abortion: 
Stories from North and South, 
a cross-cultural view on the 



women between 1941 and 

1971, in order to prevent 
miscarriage. While there is no 
evidence that the drug was ef- 
fective in its intended capacity, 
harmful effects to DES 
children have been discovered. 

Four years ago, at the age of 
20, Harriet Simand was 
diagnosed as having a rare 
form of genital cancer. She 
also discovered that her 
mother used DES during her 
pregnancy. Although the drug 
is rarely this harmful, numy 
DES children have discovered 
problems such as changes in 
the reproductive tract. 

Along with her mother, Si- 
mand started Canada's first 
DES action group. NFB film- 
maker Bonnie Andrukaitis, 
herself a DES daughter, con- 
tacted the group for personal 
information. She also found a 
great deal of material useful 
for a film on the subject of 
DES. 

DES — An Uncertain 

Legacy not only deals with the 
life of a DES daughter (Si- 
mand), but it also concerns the 
responsibilities of drug com- 
panies and of the government, 
and the rights of the health 
care consumer. For these 
reasons, this film, and others 
by Studio D are certainly 
worth seeing.
